DRESDEN, Oct. 29.—The ministers of the Zeigner govern- 
|ment were ejected from their official headquarters today under |= 
| orders from the Berlin government. At two o’clock in the after 
noon several companies of Reichswehr, headed by military bands, 
j}marched to the diet, the various ministerial buildings and the 


posted machine-guns. 

Patrols, each under the command of two officers, then en-; 
tered the buildings and arrested any ministers present and con-| 
ducted them outside, where they were released | 

When the premier, Dr. Zeigner, was removed from his room, 
| he was met by a crowd of officials, who shook hands with him and 
promised to remain faithful to him 
| The soldiers searched the diet buildings in vain for the Com 
munist minister, Heckert. All the Communist members of the diet 
were detained for a time, but later were allowed to leave. Strong 
| parties of soldiers now closely guard all the government build 
ings. The Communist newspapers in Saxony have been sup 
pressed and soldiers oceupy their offices. Efforts are being made 


| by the Communists to start a general strike.
